LETTER was read from the French Minifter at London, con- 

taining a note, in which:his Majefty declines the interpofition 
of his good offices with his allies on the continent, in regard to the at- 
fairs of France, but promifes, for his own part, to obferve the indéiel 
neutrality, 





FRIDAY, JULY 20 Evening fitting. 

The Minifter of war announced the departure of 20 battalions for 
the frontiers. He obferved, that the beit way to augment the army, 
would be to encourage the recruiting. The. garrifons were fhortly to 
be drafted, and committed to the care of the National volunteers under 
pay. The aflerbly upon this remark of the minilter, decreed the pain 
of deflitution againft fuch of the adminiftrative bodies, as have becn 
negligent in executing the law for the formation of the battalions of 
the national guards, fince the declaration of the country being in dan- 
ger, and for raifing the ftipulated levies. The minifter of war is equal- 
ly compelled to give an account every eight days, of the number, for- 
mation, and equipment of thofe corps. 

The department of Ardeche ftate, that fince the death of the traitor 
Saillant, all is quiet, and the infurre@ion totally quelled. 

Corpora! Breton, who in November laft took upon him to confine 
the King to his room, was, upon the report.of the committee of ligifla- 
tion, handed over to the ceurt martial to determine his punithme™®. 

M. Boucher fiated the dreadful fituation of the department of Orne, 
where the flood had been fo terrible, that no human force could either 
prevent iis fury or flop its ravages. An inundation fo extraordinary 
that no example can be found, even in the moft ancient tradition of the 
country, overwhelmed for an extent of about 15 or 20 leagues, the 

moft beautiful meadows and moi fertile plains fwept away the rice 
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harvefts, which were almoft ripened; rofe to a prodigious height in 
feveral cities; and every where marked its. progrefs with detdltiiee. 
The cities of Alencon and Argenton were the greateft fufferers by 
this calamity.

“© As I am fill ignorant whether there is a minifter of war, I think 
it my duty to addrefs the National Affembly, and inform them of the 
ferious confequences with which the departure of Marfhal Luckner 
has been attended. | | 

“« The enemies are in motion—thcy have advanced 600 men on the 
frontiers of the north, I addrefs to the King, as well as to the Affem- 
bly the copy of my letter to M. la Fayette. 1 {wear to you, Mr. Pre- 
fident, in this danger of the country, that I hope to reftore order, and 
to. repulfe the enemies, at leaft while I fhall remain in the poft in which 
i now find myfelt provifionally flationed. I hope for fuccour in men 
andinmoney. Iam told, that a large body of the enemy is formed, 
and threaten my camp at Maulde. The enemies muift be firong in- 
deed to move us from our flation. This report I confider as a {nare. 

‘| remain at Maulde—lI will hold my ftation there good, and will 
not quit the department of the north until I can doit without hazarding 
the fafety ot the country.

Extract of a letter from the Rev. Mr. Heckenwelder, Indian Mifficnary, 
to the Rev. Daniel Story, Marietta, dated Fort-Wafhington, Fuly 
26, 1792. 

“A DAY or two after our arrival at this place we had news from 

# Pofi Vincent, that one or two of our flags had been killed ; and 
fince that, this news has been confirmed ay two men who had been 
taxen prifoners by the Indians, the firft in Gen, Harmar’s expedition, 
end the other on the 4th day of November laft.—Thefe men give the 
particulars of the w hole, as told them by the Indians themfelves, ViZe 
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that they were firft taken and brought into the towns, and after know- 
ng their errand, the Indians put them to death.” 

Thefe flags were fent for the purpofe of making one more attempt 
to bring about a peice with the favages—their fate, we adduce, as a 
palpable and public inftance of favage honor and benevolence, and as 
a proof of the value of treaties with thofe who difregard the firft prin- 
ciples of them, fo far as to murder the very agents fent to eftablifh them. |

The 
following remarks on the above trial, appear in an Englilh paper. 

“ That in fupport of the indiétment, charging Mr, Tandy with en- 
deavouring by letters and otherwile, to excite and provoke Mr. Toler 
to fight, it was allowed by Mr. Tandy, that he did wrete the letters {pe- 
cified—and Ms. Smith, Mr. Tandy’s triend, declared in.evyidence, his 
belief—that Mr. Tandy meant to provoke Mr. Toler to fight—and 
wifhed to put the necefity of challenging on Mr. Toler; Mr. Tandy, 
neverthelefs, was acquitted of endeavouring to excite Mr. Toler to fight. 

Mr. Tandy confidered Mr. Toler to have given the offence, and ac- 
cordingly called on him for an explanation ; yet ftrange to find—Mr. 
Tandy expeéted that Mr. Toler would fend him (the affronted party) 
the challenge. 

It isevident Mr. Toler was for fettling matters inftantly—and it is 
asevident, that Mr. Tandy’s backwardne/s to fight, increafed in pro- 
portion to Mr. Toler’s forwardnefs. Yet this hero of heroes—this re- 
doubtable NApPER TANDY, was chaired afier his acquital, and illu- 
minations made on his account, that his courage, it is prefumed, might 
appear the more confpicuous.

We are credibly informed that about 100 Indians lately made an at- 
tack on Galliopolis, a French fertlement on the Ohio, oppofite to the 
mouth of the Great Kanahway, which continued for fome time, The 
Indians alter deftroying the ftanding corn, killing four or five, and do- 
ing other mifchief, retreated.
